According to a report from Atlanta, the prohibi- 
tionists have devised an impioved method of creat 
ing an interest in agreat moral idea. The free 
luach distributed by fascinating and alluring fe- 
males at the polls wasa novelty, but the new plan 
goes beyond the free lunch. According to the out- 
line given of it, the prohibitionists have offered a 
premium of $500to the colored prohibition club 
that polls the largest number of votes; $300 to the 
next largest, and soon. The initiation fee into the 
clubs is fixed at $ a head, and whena colored 
voter is too poor to pay it, his ‘‘friends’’ pay it for 
him, and this money accumulating in the club's 
treasury, remains to b2 divided along with the 
premiums after the election. The principle is ex- 
actly the same as the free lunch at the polls, and 
the moral wrong is no greater, though the possibili- 
ties of demoralization are greatly increased. The 
lack of moral sense which enabled zealots to 
justify the free lunch at the polls may possibly ena- 
ble them to find arguments in favor of this cunning 
plan of wholesale bribery, the conception of which 
makes the necessity for more searching and strin- 
gent election laws apparent. The free lunch and 
premium schemes are conspiracies to corrupt voters, 
and if itis found impossible to deal with them by 
public opinion under the present statutes, other 
statutes will be necessary to reach those who plan, 
as well as those who carry out the conSpiracy.

M. Desjardins’s on the right of dissatisfied playgoers 
to hiss the performance. 

Subject-as he isto occasional unfattering mani 
festations on the part ofthe audience, the* modern 
actor is never exposed, M. Desjardins pvuinted out, 
to the serious bodily risks which his predecessor in 


ancient times had sometimes to face. The inter- 
preters of the ‘‘Bellerophon” of Euripides narrowly 


escaped being stoned to death by the indignant 
spectators at the premiere of that unpopular piece. 
Even in France stones were flung at the actors who 
failed to please as late as 1596. 

It was in 1656, atthe performance of a play of 
Thomas Corneijle’s, thet hissing was first heard. 
The lieutenant of policé, who was no friend of half 
measures, forbade the sifiet under pain of death in 
1673, but Louis XIV. quashed the draconic ordon- 
nance. : 

A law was pas*ed in 1881 prohibiting any demon- 
stration of whatever sort calculated to “prevent the 
spectators from hearing or seeing the piece an- 
nounced,” but, as interpreted by the French judges, 
the enactment does not interfere with the tradi- 
tional privilege of the playgoer to siffler what he 
does not like, as well as to applaud what he does,

An Absurd Statement! 


THAT $1,700,000 WORTH OF 
LIQUORS ARE BOUGHT 


he People of Atlanta 
Annually. 


ITS ABSURDITY EXPOSED 


The statement made public and kept stand- 
ing in the papers by the liquor campaign com- 
mittee, is worthy of examination and analysis. 
Let us see. : 

They say there is expended for liquor by the 
people of this city andcounty annually $1,700,- 
000. <A full estimate of our population would 
be 70,000. 

Divide $1,700,000 by 70,009 people and it ap- 
pears that for every man, woman and child in 
the city and county, $24.29is expended for 
liquors in the year. 

To an average family ef five persons this 
amounts to over $120 per annum. 

But say there are 14,000 families (there aze 
only a little over 11,000 registered voters), half 
of them are prohibition families, anddo not 
use liquor asa beverage, and for the other 
7,000 families there would be an annual ex- 
pense of $240 per family for liquors. But the 
antis are not all regular drinkers—probably 
not half are such—but let us say there are 
4,000 families where liquor is used regularly, 
and divide this $1,700,000 among them, the 
annual expense per family would be $425 (or 
$85 per capita), or largely more than the ayer- 
age earnings of the heads of familios. 

Take $1,700,000 and put it into liquor at $2 
per gallon (they say dry towns get the meanest 
and cheapest grades of liquor), and we have 
850,000 gallons of liquor. This is over 12 gallons’ 
annually for every man, woman and child in 
the county—over 60 gallons or two barrels for 
every family in the county; 2124 gallons or 
over seven barrels per annum for each of the 
4,000 drinking families; and as the men do 
nearly all the drinking, each of these 4,000 
drinking men would have to get away with his 
seven barrels a year, or over half a barrel per 
month. The committee’s witnesses must have 
deceived them as to the present volume of the 
liquor business of this city; and it is not re- 
markable that if all this liquor is bought and 
used, the supply for medicines is so dreadfully 
short. 

And if there are fifty-ceven places in Atlanta 
where a thirsty man can get a drink was there 
any use to bring on this campaign with all its 
excitement and bitterness to enlarge the num- 
ber. And why are the thrifty liquor merchants 
in and out of Atlanta so amxious to have their 
business interfered with, taxed and regulated. 

The people here do not drink the enormous 
quantity of 850,000 gallons of liquor a year, nor 
do they pay out $1,700,000 for liquors. This 
statement is too absurd to deceive any citizen 
of Atlanta.
